The Modified Copyright Bill 

T HE Copyright Bill, promoted by the 
Authors’ League, modified as the result 
of much consultation and discussion 
since its original introduction, was introduced 
into the present session of me Congress by 
Senator Lodge on December 6, and is printed 
in full elsewhere. It is not probable that 
hearings will be asked for previous to the 
Christmas holidays, but thereafter it is hoped 
to press the bill to early passage. Mean¬ 
time, its introduction is evidence that should 
give our Canadian friends pause respecting 
the retaliatory legislation which has not yet 
been approved by the Canadian Government 
but is likely to come up for further action by 
the Canadian Parliament at the session be¬ 
ginning next month. 

Except for formal changes in the other sec¬ 
tions which have been found necessary or de¬ 
sirable to conform with existing law, Sections 
5 and 6 are the only ones of important inter¬ 
est Section 5 has been much condensed and 
clarified, especially in defining the term of 
copyright for works of foreign authorship. 
The term in the United States will be limited 
by our own national term or by the expira¬ 
tion of copyright in the country of origin or 
}f first protection within the Union, whichever 
proves the shorter, and, in the case of exist¬ 
ing copyrights, these will have the benefit of 
:he American term from the date of the 
President’s proclamation, unless the work 
>ooner falls into the public domain in the 
:ountry of origin or of first protection. Care- 
:ul provision has been made for the protection 
>f enterprises which had been lawfully under- 
aken previous to the date of the President’s 
>roclamation, which will permit, for instance, 
he continuing publication of a book which 
lad previously been issued, despite the fact 
hat the copyright would hold as against un- 
mthorized later republications. 

In Section 6, three important changes have 
ieen made with the assent of the Publishers’ 


Committee. These except from the operation 
of this Section books in languages other than 
English, as also all second-hand copies, and 
confine restriction to books for which the 
American market has been assigned and such 
assignment duly recorded in the Copyright 
Office. These changes go far to meet the 
views of librarians, but it is not probable that 
they will cease their opposition to any restric¬ 
tion which limits their free purchase abroad 
The passage of this Bill during the present 
session will crown the efforts of the friends 
of international copyright, begun previous to 
the Act of 1891, to bring this country into 
full international relationship by membership 
in the International Copyright Union under 
the terms of the Berlin-Berne Conventions. 
Hitherto, such inclusion, which involves the 
repeal of the manufacturing clause, had been 
opposed by the Typographical Unions and 
their allies, but the growing importance of 
our exports of printed material to Canada 
and the danger of retaliatory legislation from 
across the border has caused a change of 
view on their part. Nearly $1,000,000 worth 
of books and $2,500,000 worth of periodicals 
are now yearly exported to the Dominion, be¬ 
sides music and other printed material, ag¬ 
gregating nearly $6,000,000 per year, and it 
is to be hoped that the repeal of our manu¬ 
facturing clause will induce our Canadian 
friends not to take retrograde action after we 
have shown our good faith towards them by 
the repeal of the manufacturing clause. 

Clearance Month 

NE fundamental condition makes Jan¬ 
uary a busy time in the bookstores. 
Many book lovers, who have spent long 
hours at book counters and among the reviews 
planning what to give to others, have had their 
own appetites whetted. Few of them will 
find all their favorites piled beneath the 
Christmas tree. 

Statistics on a bookseller’s year point to 
January as the equal of October and Novem¬ 
ber as a bookselling month, and, in many 
stores, it is second only to December. That 
a thoro clearance of old stock adds to the 
interest is undoubted, and, Ward Macauley, 
who writes in the next number of a sales plan 
of his own, presents a method of organizing 
a sale that should prove of real value in other 
stores. The most troublesome problem in a 
sale is to clear up the odd copies, and Mr. 
Macauley’s “One Copy Sale” makes a virtue 
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of that handicap by pointing out to the cus¬ 
tomer that only one volume of each title is 
obtainable at the cut price. Five hundred and 
one thousand volumes cleared up in this way 
usually means $500 to $1,000 put immediately 
into the store’s funds for aggressive use in new 
bookselling. 

For a Consistent Year 

RADUALLY the old handicap of the 
book business as a short season enter¬ 
prise is being wiped out. The number 
of stores that have spread their bookselling 
activity from the holiday season to twelve 
months in the year has been greatly aug¬ 
mented in the last two or three years, enlarged 
by the application of the Year Round Book¬ 
selling Plan. 

The economic importance of this effort to 
both publishing and retail bookselling is 
unquestionable, and that the effort is 
founded on a sound analysis of the public’s 
interest is also evident. No one interested in 
books will be willing to admit for a moment 
that the book’s place in the public’s attention 
should be limited to the short time when the 
giving impulse is strong and books serve as 
a convenient carrier of good wishes. The 
bookseller who will admit that books have 
that virtue only is not keeping abreast of the 
present bookselling conditions. 

A very concrete evidence of this increased 
year round tendency has shown up in 1922 
in the selling of children’s books. One pub¬ 
lisher last year found that his orders for 
staple items in children’s literature had 
reached by May the same totals that were 
usually reached by fall, that is, that the num¬ 
ber of active outlets for children’s books, 
which vrere looked on as year round mer¬ 
chandise, had definitely increased. Because 
the increase of children’s reading is funda¬ 
mental to the whole bookselling situation, and 
also because its development stimulates the 
whole book distributing area, the Year Round 
Bookselling Committee is urging the import¬ 
ance of every bookseller’s laying his plans 
with a foundation of a full year’s emphasis 
on children’s books. 

The Bookseller’s Christmas Giving 

I T is a trite but true saying that you can 
more easily create an emotion in others if 
you feel it yourself. Publishers and book¬ 
sellers at this time of year wish to inspire the 


general public to be generous, and they would 
like to establish an inevitable connection be¬ 
tween the generous impulse and books. Much 
faith and enthusiasm is needed to make this 
connection universal, and the bookseller and 
publisher can wax more eloquent upon the 
theme if they are themselves giving books. 
They can choose books as gifts for their own 
friends and family. They can also widen the 
field of their holiday giving. They can make 
up Christmas packages of books for institu¬ 
tions—homes, hospitals, schools and prisons. 
Perhaps there is no better way to find out 
how gratefully gifts of books are received 
than to give them to these hungry communi¬ 
ties, shut off from new and appropriate books. 

One publisher sends books every year to 
the Pine Mountain School in the mountains 
of Kentucky, to Berea College and to Sing 
Sing. John Kidd recently sent a copy of Bill 
Johnston’s “Joy Book” to the Ohio Peni¬ 
tentiary, and received a most enthusiastic 
response. The chaplain, T. O. Reed, wrote 

“Just to show you how things work to¬ 
gether for a common good, the day after w< 
wrote you, we decided to make half of oui 
Christmas show a minstrel with the other hali 
a playlet based on Appleton’s ‘Woman Whc 
Understands.’ We were at a great loss a; 
to where we could find some real good jokes 
and the “Joy Book” came to us almost as ar 
answer to our unspoken prayer. From it: 
splendid pages we have derived the materia 
for the minstrels, so the Stewart Kidd Com 
pany has really furnished us the foundation 
for Christmas cheer for 2,800 men.” 

Mr. Kidd has become very much intereste< 
in this idea of the bookseller’s Christma 
giving and says: ‘I am writing the chaplaii 
to give me a list of the larger penitentiarie 
thruout the United States, and I am goinj 
to send copies of the ‘Joy Book’ and of ‘Quie 
Courage’ to the wardens for their men. Th 
idea appeals to me very much, and I woul 
like to have others in the trade know hoi 
we feel about Christmas here in the Middl 
West. This sounds as if we wanted some 
body to send us a ‘Joy Book.’ It isn’t quit 
as bad as that out here, but the chaplain’ 
letter touched me greatly.”

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Displays Dealers Like—and Don’t Like

S OMEONE once remarked that the thing 
which made it extremely hard to teach an 
old dog new tricks was the difficulty of 
finding any new tricks he didn’t know. The 
truth of his aphorism was never better exem¬ 
plified than by the result of a circular which 
the writer, as head of a concern that specializes 
in store advertising, recently addressed to over 
a thousand book-sellers thruout the country. 


plugs” that flashed a light on and off, or any 
other electrically-operated device used in con¬ 
nection with a card-board display. The main 
objection to these was that they were usually 
made for one kind of electric power and that, 
invariably, the dealer who used alternating 
current got something geared for direct—and 
vice versa. In some cities the Board Of 
Underwriters refuse to allow any of these

In this letter was briefly described some “new 
tricks” our art department had originated in 
window displays, and the dealer was invited to 
send for samples if he was interested. The 
answers to this invitation proved conclusively 
that not only had some of the dealers practiced 
a few of the “new tricks” before the writer 
was born, but also that there were decided ob¬ 
jections to certain others which only actual 
use in the store or window disclosed. This 
discovery led to the immediate sending out of 
a second letter, containing a list of standard 
and novelty constructions in lithographed 
window signs and asking the dealer to 
give his opinion for or against each display 
idea. The result will no doubt prove of inter¬ 
est to dealer and publisher alike. 

The first “stunt” to be hit on 4:he head by 
Mr. Bookseller was the use of “skedoodle 


mechanical devices to be used in a show 
window as part of a card-board display, 
unless a lot of insulation and other 
paraphanalia was also installed to prevent 
fire. But the greatest objection came from 
the small-town dealers, who claimed that to 
feature a display using electric power usually 
meant special wiring in the window for which 
the additional sales of the book advertised 
rarely proved compensation enough. 

Idea number two which suffered heavily in 
the voting was a show card so constructed 
that an actual book could be stood in, or on 
top, of it, the text matter describing the novel 
being lettered underneath. The main objection 
to signs of this nature was that, when dis¬ 
played in the window, the book used as part 
of the card failed to attract any more attention 
than would the card alone, for other books of 
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the same title invariably formed the major 
portion of the trim. When placed on the 
counter, the easel of such a card was rarely 
heavy enough to hold an actual book for any

length of time and the sign would soon begin 
to sag. In addition, there was always the 
danger of knocking the display over and 
damaging the book. 

Many dealers, however, were using a metal 
sign put out by one of the publishers, which 
consisted of a decorative face design with a 
hole cut into it the exact size of a book-jacket. 
An opening in the rear allowed a book to be 
inserted. The sign itself said nothing about 
any particular novel. As new titles by this 
publisher appeared, they could be substituted 
for old ones and the display thus kept up to 
the minute. The metal construction gave the 
sign rigidity and thus overcame the objections 
of warping and falling over. 

Counter cards seemed to be looked upon 
favorably by book-sellers, provided the size 
was right. Long, narrow cards (especially 
when they got beyond a length of fourteen 
inches) were very undesirable. They took up 
space in a direction the dealer couldn’t afford 
and seemed always in the way. Cards more 
than eleven inches high were also classed as 
impractical, for the dealer found it difficult to 
reach across them in handing a purchase or 
change over the counter. The ideal size for a 
counter sign seemed to be seven inches high by 
eleven inches long. Quite a few dealers, how¬ 
ever, favored the eleven by fourteen size and 
a goodly number declared themselves partial to 
a counter stand four by fourteen inches, with 
just the title of the book and the author’s name 
appearing onl it. But the card which met with 


the greatest favor was a four-color, hand- 
lettered and artistically-designed announcement 
five by seven inches in size, made on heavy 
cardboard and bevelled to enhance the appear¬ 
ance. The card was equipped with a silk cord 
hanger as well as an easel back. Stores whose 
practice it was never to use cardboard displays 
of any kind said they could always find room 
to hang or stand a little card such as this one. 

Other displays which came in for adverse 
criticism at the hands of friend dealer were 
those in which he was expected to run ribbons 
from a card to a lot of books in front of it; 
also those that took three hours and the ser¬ 
vices of a civil engineer to set up. 

Paper posters, unless not over seven inches 
wide, were rarely pasted up on the plate glass 
front of the show window. The objection to 
the larger size poster was that it required too 
many gummed stickers to attach, making it 
necessary to clean the entire window after¬ 
wards. Another objection was that when these 
posters were finally stuck up they shut off too 
much light. The paper poster that met with 
the widest approval was a strip about 9 x 22 
inches, lettered roughly to give the impression 
that the dealer himself had made it, and bear¬ 
ing copy along the lines of: “Jack Robinson’s 
new book, ‘The Haunted House,’ has just been 
received. Come in now and get your copy of 
this absorbing story.” 

Displays that were almost unanimously ap¬ 
proved by book-sellers everywhere are con¬ 
tained in the following group.

Three-piece screens, not over 28 x 44 for a 
“big” title by a celebrated author or 22 x 28 
for an average novel, seemed to lead in favor. 
The advantages claimed for these screens were, 
primarily, their appropriateness for large as 
well as small windows. The wings could be 
opened wide to fill a big space or brought close 
‘together if not much more room could 
be spared. Also they were easy to 
set up, stood rigid, and formed a 
background for a window trim. 

Display cards, not over 14 x 22 
inches, bearing good selling copy and 
showing, if possible, the jacket of the 
book advertised, were invariably used, 
according to the letters received. If 
these cards were die-cut to a pleasing 
shape and had an element of novelty 
about them the chances of their being 
put up w r ere greatly increased. 

A display idea that received unex¬ 
pected praise consisted of a flat card, 
twelve by twelve inches, with a slot 
cut into it so that it could be slipped 
across the backbone of a book, the 
volume itself forming the easel. An 
edition of 5000 of these book-stands, 
featuring five different novels issued 
by one publisher, was immediately 
followed by an order for 10,000 
more, so quickly was the first lot 
spoken for. Dealers could stand 
these cards anywhere a book itself 
might be placed and be sure that the 
design would attract attention. 

Another card which proved popular 
was one on which had been pasted a 
moving picture “still” showing a 
scene in the photo-play that had been 
made from the book. As a matter 
of fact, an actual photograph, when 
made part of a display, always 
seemed to meet with favor. There is 
something about a real photographic 
print that makes a good impression 
on the dealer and gives it a value in 
his eyes far above its actual cost to 
produce. 

Giant enlargements of a best-seller 
with an attractive jacket design (not 
over 22 x 28 inches in size, however) 
either made of a back and front 
piece to give the effect of an actual 
volume, or designed in one flat plane with the 
perspective of the pages and the backbone 
drawn in, were given a favorable vote. The 
simpler these are to set up, if made in more 
than one piece, the more chance will they have 
to adorn the show window in the front of the 
store rather than the coal pile in the rear. Also 
they must be mounted on heavy stock and 
equipped with a substantial easel back. 


Last, but far from least, the signs and show 
cards that won the highest number of favorable 
votes were those on which the book publisher 
did not monopolize the entire advertising space. 
Whenever the man sending out display material 
bore in mind the fact that while it was true 
that he was paying for the signs, the dealer 


was paying for the store and window, he 
usually turned out the sort of stuff that the 
bookseller gladly used. A good example of 
an unselfish card was one put out by a reprint 
publisher. The design was an attractive one 
and was lithographed in four colors. On it 
appeared the following copy: “Fiction Is 
Down. Popular Copyright Novels Now 75c. 
The books you want to read at a price you

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want to pay.” Here was the sort of sign that 
the dealer himself would make if he knew 
how. It could be used for other books besides 
those issued by the publisher who sent it out 
but, according to the testimony of the letters 
received, it rarely was so used. 

Another example of a “fifty-fifty” display 
was the screen sign put out by a juvenile book 
publisher. The two side panels contained the 
kind of copy the dealer himself would have put 
on had he ordered the display from his local 
sign painter. It described the various toys and 
games he had in stock and invited mothers to 
bring in their children for a look-around. The 
center panel carried the publisher’s announce¬ 
ment of a combination book and savings bank. 
Because the publisher had been enough of a 
sport to give the dealer part of the advertising 
space for his own story, the dealer felt in the 
mood to reciprocate by seeing to it that the 


entire screen received a prominent position in 
his show window. 

Leipzig Copy of Gutenburg 
to be Sold 

HE famous copy of the Gutenburg Bible 
in the museum at Leipzig will be sold in 
order to enable the museum officials to continue* 
to run the museum, according to a special 
cable dispatch to the New York Evening Post. 
The Bible is said to be the finest example of 
the first book ever printed by mechanical 
means. Many German artists are concerned at 
the possibility of Germany losing the Bible 
and are trying to raise a fund to purchase it. 
There are but eight surviving copies of the 
Bible in existence and the Leipzig one is far 
superior to all the others. An American col¬ 
lector in 1911 paid $50,000 for one of the 
inferior copies.

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The Present Status of Price Standardization 

The New Congress Called On to Consider This Important Legislation 

By Waldon Fawcett 


I F the fate of price standardization legislation 
in Congress rests upon the recommendations 
of the executive branch of the government 
it would be fortunate if there could be an ex¬ 
tension of the campaign of education projected 
by Charles E. Butler of the Booksellers’ Board 
of Trade. So long as any considerable section 
in governmental circles remains unconverted to 
the principle of resale price fixing it will not 
suffice to bring pressure to bear upon Con¬ 
gressmen by means of local or State cam¬ 
paigns. A first-hand investigation just com¬ 
pleted for the Publishers’ Weekly reveals 
that the executive branch is by no means solid 
on the proposition. 

Division Into Two Camps 

The report seems premature that Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert Hoover has been won to 
enthusiastic support of the new price stabiliza¬ 
tion bill. Unless it be in private conversation 
Secretary Hoover has not committed himself. 
Certainly, the Department of Commerce is pre¬ 
serving its old position of neutrality. To be 
sure, the Department is conducting, thru its 
Division of Simplified Practice, a drive for 
what is substantially standardization in indus¬ 
try, but this is not conceived to extend to price 
standardization. 

Even if the new bill to legalize price re¬ 
strictions on trade-marked goods is, as claimed, 
couched in terms to win the approval of the 
Department of Commerce, this support if won 
may be at the price of the support of the 
Federal Trade Commission. The new version 
of the Price Standardization Bill, as printed in 
the Publishers’ Weekly, issue of August 25 , 
eliminates, it may be remembered, all the pro¬ 
visions found in the familiar Kelly Bill, the 
purpose of which is to give the Federal Trade 
Commission supervision over resale price fix¬ 
ing, by a plan for the registration of pegged 
prices. Members of the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission with whom I have talked did not ac¬ 
knowledge that a slight had been put upon the 
Trade body by the omission of the provisions 
incorporated in the earlier bill at the direct 
suggestion of the Commission. But on the 
broad ground of public policy they questioned 
the wisdom of legislation which would give 
the private price fixer a free hand in price 
maintenance. 

To discuss the attitude of the executive 
branch of the government with respect to the 
impending resurrection of the price standardi¬ 


zation issue is, in one sense, to put the cartj 
before the horse. A bid on the part of the 
forces of business for governmental support 
when the case is put before Congress pre¬ 
supposes unison of sentiment among the pro¬ 
ponents. This seems to be lacking. The win¬ 
ter of 1922-23 seems destined to see, for the 
first time in the history of the agitation, a 
division of the price standardization forces into 
two camps. The new Price Standardization 
Bill is not the successor of the Kelly Bill 
(H. R. 14426 in the 66th Congress), and the 
sponsors of the new bill counted without their 
host when they intimated that Congressman 
Kelly would introduce the revised bill as a 
substitute for the pending bill. 

Representative Kelly tells me that he has no 
intention of withdrawing his present bill nor 
of introducing the new bill. What is more, 
this leader in the price maintenance fight is 
convinced that the new measure “to prevent 
discrimination in prices” is unworkable. He 
feels that in the effort for condensation and 
simplification the heart has been cut from the 
proposition. He is by no means deaf to the 
objections of the members of the book-trade 
who feel that the contemplated system of price 
registration would prove an undue hardship to 
a trade that would be confronted with the 
necessity of registering thousands of individual 
items each year. He acknowledges that some 
means of relief might have to be provided in 
exceptional cases such as that of the book-trade, 
but he feels that it is a desperate remedy to 
undertake to eliminate the entire price censorial 
structure and he is convinced that Congress will 
not hear of any proposal that contemplates 
price fixing without the price fixer taking the 
government into his confidence. 

Mr. Kelly Takes a Firm Stand 

The author of the Kelly Bill is making all 
preparations to press for public hearings in 
committee upon his pending bill early in the 
next session of Congress. His best guess as 
to the report that he will change to another 
bill is that the conclusion had been jumped at 
because, in his eagerness for price standardiza¬ 
tion legislation, he has shown a conciliatory 
spirit. He has had too much experience in 
Congress not to realize that if a bill is ever 
enacted it will constitute a compromise. He 
is willing that his pending bill should serve as 
a working basis for a modified draft to be 
evolved in committee. But that does not mean. 
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he lets it be known, that he will waive his bill 
for a condensed alternative which lacks the 
very feature that he deems essential to the 
success of the proposition. 

Who Will Introduce the New Bill? 

With Congressman Kelly in the attitude of 
an irreconcilable it is uncertain who will intro¬ 
duce the new bill at the coming session of 
Congress, tho it will be no difficult matter to 
induce some member to introduce the bill “by 
request.” Supporters of the bill are anxious, 
however, that prestige shall be gained by the 
circumstances of introduction. Accordingly, 
they have asked for the introduction of the bill 
by Representative Samuel E. Winslow of 
Worcester, Mass. Not only is Mr. Winslow 
a business man of large interests, but he is 
Chairman of the House of Representatives’ 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com¬ 
merce, the body to which the bill would, in 
regular routine, be referred for report and rec¬ 
ommendation. At last accounts, Chairman 
Winslow had not indicated whether he would 
i ntroduce the bill. 

The recent confirmation by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, in the Beechnut decision, of the right 
of the Federal Trade Commission to proceed 
against resale price fixing only renders it the 
more certain that Congressional committees will 
ask the advice of that body before reporting 
out any bill providing for price publicity and 
price restriction. Hence the importance of the 
attitude of this body. To many readers of the 
Publishers’ Weekly there has never, perhaps, 
been room for doubt on this score. The fact 
that the Trade Commission is supposedly on 
record in favor of price maintenance has, by 
the same impression, been understood to have 
petitioned Congress for legislation to the de¬ 
sired end; and to have entered upon its prose¬ 
cutions of price fixers reluctantly after Con¬ 
gress failed to act, has brought conviction that 
the Trade Commission might be depended upon 
at all times as a bulwark for retail price uni¬ 
formity. This reckons without the fact that 
there come changes in the personnel of the 
Trade body which exert revolutionary influ¬ 
ence upon the composite opinions and policies 
df the Commission, just as a division in the 
Supreme Court may be affected by retirements 
and accessions. The Trade Commission’s en¬ 
dorsement of resale price fixing as a sound 
principle was made in the days when the Chair¬ 
manship was held by W. B. Colver, who is 
remembered by the book-trade for his activities 
designed to stabilize print paper supply and 
prices. The letter which transmitted to Con¬ 
gress the special report dealing with the subject 
of resale price maintenance bore date of De¬ 
cember 2, 1918. The report was signed by but 
three members of the Commission, namely, 


Chairman Colver, John Franklin Fort and Vic¬ 
tor Murdock, but inasmuch as this constituted 
a majority of the five members the findings 
have stood as the pronouncement of the Trade 
Commission. 

For present purposes the point to be remem¬ 
bered is that the Trade Commission as now 
constituted musters but one member who was 
in office in 1918, namely, Commissioner Mur¬ 
dock. In place of the absentees have come 
new members, some of whom are frankly un¬ 
converted to price maintenance. The new note 
of opposition is based mainly upon the convic¬ 
tion that no producer or seller should be ac¬ 
counted to have any interest in or control over 
a commodity which has passed from his pos¬ 
session. One of the Commissioners remarked 
to me the other day that Great Britain has re¬ 
quired countless years to learn this lesson and 
that in the light of that experience it is not 
for the United States to reopen the question 
whether dictation is permissible with respect 
to merchandise the title of which has passed 
from the producer. 

Opinion of Federal Trade Commission Im¬ 
portant 

There is one school of thought in the Trade 
Commission that finds no fault with the elim¬ 
inations made in redrafting the Price Stand¬ 
ardization measure, for the simple reason that 
there has never been sympathy in this quarter 
for the registration scheme. To begin with, 
there is the physical aspect. It is predicted 
that the Trade Commission would have to in¬ 
crease its clerical force by hundreds if it were 
required to record and file price schedules and 
terms of settlement for all trade-marked arti¬ 
cles. Added to that, is the belief that the idea 
is wrong in principle because it would mean 
fresh entanglements instead of the divorce of 
business from government. As one of the 
Trade Commissioners recently commented: 
“Government supervision of prices and discounts 
on every individual item would be but one step 
removed from socialism.” At the same time it 
is to be borne in mind that one vote in the 
Trade body rests with Commissioner Victor 
Murdock, who signed the report that said in 
part: “It would be unwise to vest with the 
manufacturers of articles the right, without 
check or review, both to fix and to compel the 
maintenance of resale prices.” 

In this whole situation the attitude of the 
Federal Trade Commission becomes of the ut¬ 
most importance not only because Congress is 
likely to turn to the Trade body for advice 
but also because, under the simplified price 
standardization bill, relief from price cutting 
would lie in “complaints” lodged with the 
Trade Commission charging unfair business 
practice.

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A Bill to Amend the Copyright Law to Permit the United 
States to Enter the International Copyright Union 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, 

That the President of the United States be, 
and is hereby, authorized to effect and proclaim 
the adhesion of the United States to the Con¬ 
vention creating an International Union for the 
Protection of Literary and Artistic Works, 
known also as the International Copyright 
Union, signed at Berlin, Germany, November 
thirteen, nineteen hundred and eight, and to the 
“Additional Protocol” to the said Convention, 
executed at Berne, Switzerland, March twenty, 
nineteen hundred and fourteen. 

Sec. 2. That it is hereby declared that the 
United States desires to be placed in the first 
class of the countries which are members of the 
International Copyright Union, as provided in 
Article twenty-three of the said Convention of 
nineteen hundred and eight. 

Sec. 3. That the rights and remedies granted 
by the Act entitled “An Act to Amend and 
Consolidate the Acts Respecting Copyrights,” 
approved March four, nineteen hundred and 
nine, and the Acts amendatory thereof shall 
be, and are hereby, extended to the authors 
of works of architecture and choreographic 
works and pantomimes as Class (w) and Class 
( 0 ) respectively, in the list of classes of copy¬ 
right works in Section five of the said Act. 

Sec. 4. That sections fifteen, sixteen, seven¬ 
teen, twenty-one (as amended December 
eighteen, nineteen hundred and nineteen), 
twenty-two and thirty-one of the said Act of 
nineteen hundred and nine are hereby repealed, 
and that the said Act is further amended by 
striking out from section seven the words “or 
any foreign countryby striking out from 
section nine the words “except in the case of 
books seeking an ad interim protection under 
section twenty-one of this Actby striking 
out from section twelve the words “which 
copies, if the work be a book or periodical, 
shall have been produced in accordance with the 
manufacturing provisions specified in section 
fifteen, of this Act;” and by striking out from 
section fifty-five the words “in the case of a 
book the certificate shall also state the receipt 
of the affidavit, as provided by section sixteen 
of this Act, and the date of the completion of 
the printing, or the date of the publication of 
the book, as stated in the said affidavit.” 

Sec. 5. That on and after the date of the 
President’s proclamation as provided in section 
one of this Act foreign authors not domiciled 
in the United States, who are citizens or sub¬ 


jects of any country which is a member of the 
International Copyright Union, or whose works 
are first published in and enjoy copyright pro¬ 
tection in any country which is a member of the 
Copyright Union, shall have within the United 
States for the term of copyright prescribed by 
the said Act of nineteen hundred and nine, in¬ 
cluding the right of renewal, and beginning 
upon the date of said proclamation for all of 
their works in which copyright is subsisting at 
such date and for all of their works first pub¬ 
lished thereafter from such date of publication 
the same rights and remedies in regard to 
their works which citizens of the United States 
possess under the copyright laws of the United 
States, and the enjoyment and the exercise by 
such foreign authors, not domiciled in the 
United States, of the rights and remedies ac¬ 
corded by the copyright laws of the United 
States shall not be subject to any formalities, 
and they shall not be required to comply with 
the provisions of the copyright laws of the 
United States as to notice of copyright, or de¬ 
posit of copies, and registration : Provided , hozv- 
ever, That the duration of such rights in the 
United States shall in no case extend beyond 
the date at which such works fall into the 
public domain in such country; and provided 
further, That no right or remedy given pursuant 
to this Act shall prejudice lawful acts done or 
rights in copies lawfully made or the continu¬ 
ance of enterprises lawfully undertaken within 
the United States prior to the date of said 
proclamation. 

Sec. 6 . That during the existence of the 
copyright in any book the importation into the 
United States of any copies thereof except 
second-hand copies shall be, and is hereby, pro¬ 
hibited, except with the assent of the proprietor 
of the United States copyright after deposit 
of two copies as required in section twelve of 
the said Act of nineteen hundred and nine, and 
in the case of a book by a foreign author not 
domiciled in the United States when such book 
has been published in this country under an 
assignment of the United States copyright rec¬ 
orded in the Copyright Office: Provided, hozv- 
ever, That, except as regards piratical copies, 
such prohibition shall not apply: (a) to any 
book published in the country of origin with the 
authorization of the author or copyright pro¬ 
prietor when imported, not more than one copy 
at one time, for individital use and not for sale, 
or when imported for use and not for sale, not 
more than one copy in any one invoice, in good 
faith, by or for any society or institution in- 
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corporated for educational, literary, philosophi¬ 
cal, scientific, or religious purposes, or for the 
encouragement of the fine arts, or for any col¬ 
lege, academy, school, or seminary of learning, 
or for any State, school, college, university, or 
free public library in the United States, pro¬ 
vided the publisher of the American edition of 
such book has within ten days after written 
demand declined or neglected to agree to 
supply the copy demanded; (b) to books which 
form parts of libraries or collections purchased 
en bloc for the use of societies, institutions, or 
libraries designated in the foregoing paragraph, 
or form parts of the libraries or personal bag¬ 
gage belonging to persons or families arriving 
from foreign countries and are not intended for 
sale; (c) to works in raised characters for the 
use of the blind; (d) to works imported by the 
authority or for the use of the United States; 
(e) to the authorized edition of a book in a 
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foreign language or languages; (f) to a foreign 
newspaper or magazine, altho containing mat¬ 
ter copyrighted ip the United States printed 
or reprinted by authority of the copyright pro¬ 
prietor unless such newspaper or magazine con¬ 
tains also copyright matter printed or reprinted 
without such authorization: Provided further. 
That copies imported as above may not lawfully 
be used in any way to violate the rights of the 
proprietor of the American copyright or annul 
or limit the copyright protection secured by 
this Act and such unlawful use shall be deemed 
an infringement of copyright. 

Sec. 7. That the Supreme Court of the 
United States shall prescribe such additional or 
modified rules and regulations as may be neces¬ 
sary for practice and procedure in any action, 
suit, or proceeding instituted for infringement 
of copyright under the provisions of this Act. 


English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 


P EOPLE are beginning to learn something 
about the “Year Round Bookselling Plan.” 
Publishers and booksellers are taking 
notice of this excellent scheme, and most of 
the trade papers are giving some attention to 
it. Moreover, the public is being told a little 
of what is being done in the great cooperative 
plan. Particulars, and reproductions of the 
“Why Not Books?” poster and sticker have 
appeared in such representative mediums as 
the Times, the Times Literary Supplement, the 
Bookseller, the Publishers' Circular, the News¬ 
agent, the Bookman, the Evening Standard, 
etc., which all means that the \;alue of the idea 
as a means towards the very laudable *end of 
popularizing the book is beginning to be under¬ 
stood. No doubt next year something on an 
organized basis will be done. Today the Times 
heads its book advertisement columns with 
“The Children’s Book Week.” This is excel¬ 
lent, as it connects with the American week. 
Joseph Anthony, whose “The Gang,” by the 
way, is doing particularly well, and who was 
the originator of the “Year Round” idea, is 
explaining it to the Society of Bookmen. 
Others are quietly but persistently at work 
emphasizing the whole scheme. No effort can 
be spared in the object to bring the man in 
the street to the bookshop or to take the book 
into his home. 

“Modern Printing and Book Production” 
was the title of a lecture delivered by C. T. 
Jacobi, before the members of the Society of 
Bookmen in Stationers* Hall. Austen Leigh, 
remarked that there could not be a more ap¬ 
propriate place than the hall to discuss the 


question of printing and book production. It 
was the “spiritual home” of the trade. It was 
at Stationers’ Hall that books were once 
printed, registered, and if they did not meet 
with the approval of the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury were consigned to the flames. 

Air. Jacobi said that as an architect designed 
his plans, so should a printer expend time and 
thought upon the production of a good book, 
and the author should properly prepare his 
MS., so as to avoid mistakes. 

This week is election week, and practically 
very little business is being done, excepting 
in the way of political literature, of which 
there has been almost a flood. And next week 
will not be very much better. That brings us 
practically to the beginning of the holiday 
season, which will be like the deluge. Yet we 
wonder whether we shall suffer the symptoms 
of exhaustion as a result of the intense elec¬ 
tioneering campaign. The public, however, 
and fortunately for once, has a short memory, 
and it is more than likely it will hasten to the 
bookshop for the Christmas present. At least, 
the stagnation in bookselling has not been so 
pronounced. 

There has been a fair activity, in spite of a 
general fear that things would be bad. Of 
course, a number of books have been put over 
until next year, but we know of several and 
important ones which are actually being pub¬ 
lished in December! An instance, or rather 
two instances, of the increasing British in¬ 
terest in American books, are to be found in 
the immediate success which has conie to 
“Babbitt” and an able two-column review in 
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the Times Literary Supplement of “Modern 
American Poets” selected by Conrad Aiken, 
which Mr. Seeker has recently published. Here 
is one out of many noteworthy sentences: 
“Edwin Arlington Robinson has without a 
doubt as much stuff in him as many poets 
whose names are immortal; his style is based 
on a masterly application and intensification of 
conventional forms.” 

In the case of Sinclair Lewis’s “Babbitt,” 
everybody is talking about it and buying it. 
When people begin to talk about a book, the 
probabilities of a big sale are very hopeful. It 
is stirely a fine study. This success, coming 
after the English repudiation of “Main Street,” 
is most gratifying. Mr. Cape, the publisher, is 
to be congratulated, and we hear that, within 
a week or two of English publication he was 
sold 12,000 copies. He adds Sinclair Lewis to 
his growing list of American authors, which 
include: Sherwood Anderson, Dorothy Can- 
field, H. L. Mencken and others. 

Grant Richards’ advertisements are excellent. 
His latest is about the wonderfully successful 
“Last Poems” by A. E. Housman. There was 
a great rush for the first edition, which was 
exhausted before publication. Mr. Hous- 
man’s “Last Poems” have sold to four editions, 
making a total of 22,000 copies. Possessors of 
the first edition may care to supply with their 
own hand two omissions of punctuation: on 
p. 52 the first line should end with a comma 
and the second with a semi-colon. These omis¬ 
sions are due to an accident in printing. The 
success of “Last Poems” has naturally stimu¬ 
lated the demand for “A Shropshire Lad.” 

We are looking forward to the publication 
here of Dorothy Canfield’s “Rough-Hewn.” 
It is bound to have a good run. She has quite 
a satisfactory following, which was consider¬ 
ably helped by that most capable earlier novel, 
“The Brimming Cup.” 

Simpkin, Marshall, Hamilton, Kent & Co., 
the great wholesalers, who supply books to 
every bookseller in Great Britain and the 
Colonies, have opened an exceedingly good 
and useful showroom. Their organization is 
very comprehensive, and deliveries are note¬ 
worthy for the quickness with which they 
reach their destination. It is difficult to see 
how the bookseller, especially the small man, 
would fare if Simpkins did not exist. Their 
stock is tremendous, always up-to-date and 
kept on the most efficient method. Their clients 
are to be found in practically every country in 
the world. And the business has been built 
up on a sound policy which goes back over a 
long series of years. The two managing di¬ 
rectors, in whose hands the administration of 
this extensive concern rests, are H. E. Alden 
and Harold Shaylor, and they control a staff 
of many hundreds of assistants. The show¬ 


room contains a large range of all the new 
publications, all new novels and reprints, and 
they are exhibited for at least six months. At 
the present moment there is a wonderful ar¬ 
ray of Christmas books, and a particularly fine 
display of children’s volumes; cheap lines and 
leather books always find a plan on the shelves. 
The room is in charge of two experienced as¬ 
sistants. 

The estimated number of insured work¬ 
people employed in the printing, publishing and 
bookbinding trades in Great Britain is put at 
213,620, of whom 137,850 were males and 75,- 
770 females. Total unemployment reached 12,- 
420, comprising 9,257 males and 3,163 females. 
The total percentage unemployed stood at 58, 
a decline of 0.7 compared with August 21st. 
Systematic short time claimed 321 work¬ 
people, 130 being males and 191 females. The 
total percentage of 0.2 on systematic short 
time showed no variation from the position a 
month before. 

The Associated Booksellers and Newsagents 
of Victoria, (Australia) have again this year 
arranged a joint Advertising Campaign during 
the month of December. The success of the 
former years’ publicity leads them to antici¬ 
pate an even greater measure of success this 
year. The combined efforts of the trade fur¬ 
nish a very strong appeal, and they are able 
to place big advertisements with the leading 
journal of Victoria, and to concentrate their 
efforts in other directions which, individually, 
would be quite impossible. The methods of 
advertising are not confined to the Press alone. 
Railway Stations and hoardings are utilised, 
Cinema Shows are made use of, and posters 
and placards are distributed to all members of 
the trade. In every possible way the incentive 
to “Buy Books As Presents” is brought 
to the notice of the general public. No 
publisher or bookseller is mentioned by name, 
and thus the trade generally shares in the in¬ 
creased sales which result as the efforts of the 
combined scheme. 

Sir Frederick Macmillan has announced that 
some members of the committee of the Dick¬ 
ens’ Fellowship had purchased the freehold of 
No. 48, Doughty Street, the first house Dick¬ 
ens ever rented, and in which he wrote “Oliver 
Twist,” “Nicholas Nickleby” and “Barnaby 
Rudge.” At the time of the purchase plans 
were already in hand for alterations of the 
building, and the committee were only just in 
time to save it. They are willing to transfer 
the house for use as the headquarters of the 
Fellowship and as a Dickens Museum and 
Library, conditional on a fund being raised 
sufficient to buy the lease and to form an en¬ 
dowment fund. Sir Frederick said £ro,ooo 
would be needed. 
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John Wanamaker—Bookseller 


A T fourteen years of age, an errand boy in 
a bookshop, and at eighty-four, the best 
known merchant in the country, head of 
a vast organization and with a personality 
known far beyond the cities immediately served. 
That is the record of John Wanamaker, who 
was born July 11, 1838, and who died at his 
home in Philadelphia on December 12th. 

Because the bookselling departments of his 
stores have been among the greatest outlets 
that have developed in this country and have 
been developed systematically and aggressively 
thru forty-five years of changing bookselling 
conditions, the death of this great merchant, 
who had always put his impress on every de¬ 
partment of his store, has particular interest. 

After attending public school and working in 
his father’s brick yard, he took a business posi¬ 
tion in 1852 with Troutman & Hayes, an old 
Philadelphia publishing concern, then located 
on Market Street below Fifth. The family 
removed later to Indiana, but the boy returned 
soon to Philadelphia and entered the retail 
clothing store of Bartley Lippincott. While 
there, he edited, published and sold a small 
newspaper which he called Everybody's Jour¬ 
nal. However, the commercial instinct tri¬ 
umphed, and in 1858 he organized the clothing 
store of Wanamaker & Brown. 

The development of the departmeent store 
with which his name is connected most inti¬ 
mately began in Philadelphia in 1876, the cen¬ 
tennial year. The rapidity with which the 
business grew can be attributed to his unusual 
merchandising instinct. Two ideas he laid 
down from the start were revolutionary in that 
day. One was to have one price to all, and 
that plainly marked. It is hard toi realize fifty 
years later that this was a revolutionary method 
of selling, but, in the 70’s it was as unusual to 
sell books so as other merchandise, and for 
many years afterwards selling by haggling was 
the common practice. The other principle was 
to offer a refund on any merchandise purchased 
if unsatisfactory. With these principles was 
coupled a tremendous confidence in the power 
of advertising. One of his first sales when in 
the clothing business brought in a net profit 
one day of thirty-eight dollars, and, keeping the 
change for the next day’s business, he put the 
rest immediately into advertising. John E. 
Powers, who developed later as head of the 
advertising of the business, carried out Mr. 
Wanamaker’s ideas in a masterful way. 

The entrance of the store into the book field 
was in 1877, one year after the beginning of 
the department store in its present location. 
Writing in the Philadelphia Press in 1885, Mr. 


Wanamaker tells an interesting story of how 
his interest in the book business began. In 
September of that year ten dollars’ worth of 
children’s books were put on the stationery 
counter. Two months later the firm spent a 
thousand dollars for more children’s books and 
gave them a separate counter. The next fall 
it repeated this emphasis on children’s books on 
a larger scale, and in January of ’79 added a 
few books for adults. “We shared the common 
opinion,” wrote Mr. Wanamaker, “that no one 
would ever come to our store for books and 
that we could only sell such things when un¬ 
bookish people would buy without persuasion. 
We remember well the first time we over¬ 
stepped the low mark set for ourselves and 
bought a single copy of Taine’s ‘History of 
English Literature.’ We doubted whether it 
would ever be sold. Shortly after was pub¬ 
lished the first volume of ‘The American Cat¬ 
alog’ of books in print to 1876. We got a 
copy and began to be ambitious to sell books 
as thoroly and as intelligently as other mer¬ 
chandise. The largest one day sale that year, 
1879, was a trifle over a thousand dollars.” 

In 1880 William Harris Arnold came to the 
business as assistant in the department into 
which books fell, and was given charge of the 
book counter. The store added that year a 
Bible counter, and in 1882 it was made a sep¬ 
arate department on the first floor, with Mr. 
Arnold in charge. That year it began the 
publication of a monthly literary magazine, 
Book News, which was continued until a few 
years ago. Mr. Wanamaker in his article in 
the Press mentions the fact that by 1884 sales 
of the largest day of the year came to ten 
thousand dollars. It is said that when this 
figure was quoted to Anson D. F. Randolph, 
the famous New York publisher, he gave the 
opinion that such a total was impossible in 
the book field. That busy day showed books 
bringing in nearly one-tenth of the entire sales 
of the store. The stores in those days were 
kept open from early morn until ten at night. 
In 1883 the firm had begun the handling of 
French books, pioneers in this field as far as 
department stores go, and prepared a catalog 
to promote their sale. In 1887 Mr. Arnold left 
the department, and by this time it had grown 
so that it was considered the largest retail out¬ 
let for books in the country, a remarkable 
record of ten years’ growth from the first ten 
dollar purchase. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s comments at that time on 
the stock carrying policy of the house are of 
interest: “While books are sold in twenty or 
thirty general stores in large cities of the coun- 
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try, there is not another bookstore such as ours 
among them all. 'Only ‘popular' books are sold 
in other general stores. Booksellers have loudly 
complained that general stores have taken to 
selling only those books which involve none of 
the risks and bring most of the profits of 
bookselling. They say with truth that the gen¬ 
eral stores rob the book-trade of its means 
of existence without rendering the book getting 
service that the public requires. What these 
general stores are doing is to keep only those 
books that can be sold advantageously with the 
least intelligence; and to avoid all the book¬ 
seller's risk, study, labors and expenses. Our 
policy is different. We take upon ourselves the 
full bookseller’s duty, shirking nothing. You 
who are not booksellers will understand what 
we mean when we say that there are in the 
market many more books than any one book¬ 
seller can actually keep on his shelves; that 
there are vastly more than he can profitably 
keep; and that his function is to know these 
books, keep in communication with the makers 
and be ready to get them quickly and to the 
best advantage when they are wanted." 

Warren M. Snyder succeeded Mr. Arnold as 
manager of the book department, coming to the 
position from Leggat’s in New York. Mr. 
Snyder had been suggested by Charles T. Dil¬ 
lingham, a leading jobber of that day, when 
Rollo Ogden, Mr. Wanamaker’s partner, came 
to New York to find a manager. This place he 
held during twenty-eight years except for a 
slight interim, when he went to Hilton, Hughes 
& Company, which succeeded to A. T. Stewart 
Company in New York, which Mr. Wana- 
maker bought out in 1896. With Mr. Snyder 
began the practice of building up the old and 
rare book business, Mr. Wanamaker’s idea be¬ 
ing that he should make annual trips to Lon¬ 
don, and this became a strong feature of the 
business. One of his famous merchandising 
feats was the buying of the entire stock of 
Henry T. Coates & Company, famous Phila¬ 
delphia publishers, and selling the stock thru 
the Philadelphia and New York stores. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s personal interest in books 
was often evidenced in his daily editorials, a 
prominent feature of his advertising method. 
When on occasion he took up and spoke with 
special enthusiasm of some book, it immediately 
had an effect not only in his own store but 
far beyond that area. It was characteristic of 
his business method that he would visit daily 
the different departments, to have contact with 
managers and salesmen. Another characteristic 
which was appreciated by his managers was his 
absolute loyalty to them in backing them on 
positions taken, and Mr. Arnold, first manager 
of the department, says “no one could imagine 
a more satisfactory person to work for in this 
respect.” 


Mr. Wanamaker has always felt that this 
department had a very important part in a 
general program for a large store, and that the 
influence of a book department in bringing 
quality trade and in humanizing the store was 
very great. This accounts for the prominence 
always given the department and the splendid 
space allowed to it in both stores. After Mr. 
Snyder’s death in 1919, Walter Cox became 
general manager for Philadelphia and Frank 
Smyth for New York, the latter, on his joining 
the Womrath forces, having been succeeded by 
George Krian. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s public services as Post¬ 
master General under Harrison became of spe¬ 
cial interest because of his championship at 
that time of the idea of parcel post, which 
came into actual operation such a long time 
later and which has been so important for busi¬ 
ness development. The express companies 
charged that the parcel post was really a de¬ 
partment store subsidy. His interest in churches 
and Sunday schools has been widely recognized, 
and for sixty-four years he was superintendent 
of the Sunday school at the Bethany Presby¬ 
terian Church, and at all times he was a strong 
sponsor of the Young Men’s Christian Asso¬ 
ciation and its first salaried secretary in Phila¬ 
delphia in 1858.

T HE Brooklyn Society of Etchers will 
begin its seventh annual exhibition 
December 19. 

George H. Sargent writes about “Christmas 
Books of the Great Victorians” in the Decem¬ 
ber number of Antiques. 

A collection of Rembrandt etchings contain¬ 
ing impressions of the finest quality is now 
on view at the galleries of Arthur Harlow & 
Company. 

Robert H. Dodd announces the publication 
of Vol. IV of the “Iconography of Manhat¬ 
tan Island” by I. N. Phelps Stokes. A fifth 
volume will complete the work. 

The Brick Row Book Shop, Inc., announces 
its entry into the publishing field under the 
imprint “Edmond Byrne Hackett; The Brick 
Row Book Shop, Inc.” 

The original diaries in the handwriting of 
Captain James Cook on his journeys to 
Australia, New Zealand and other parts of 
the South Seas will be sold at Sotheby’s in 
London in March. 

What is claimed to be the earliest unpub¬ 
lished manuscript of Rudyard Kipling is be¬ 
ing offered for sale by Sothern of London. It 
is twelve pages in length and is entitled “At 
the Pit’s Mouth. Personal Recollections of 
Duncan Parrenness. Translated by R. K.” It 
is a satire on Anglo-Indian society in 1884. 

A new Dickens manuscript has been dis¬ 
covered in London. It is the original draft 
of a prolog to “The Lighthouse,” a play 
written by Dickens and Wilkie Collins and 
produced in the school room of Tavistock 


House, Dickens taking the part of the chief 
lighthouseman and Wilkie Collins that of his 
son. 

The October issue of Book Notes, its first 
number, published by Edward Valentine Mit¬ 
chell of Hartford, received many words of 
praise. The Christmas number is a great 
advance, however, and leads us to expect 
much from this new periodical. 

The library of the late Hamilton Easter 
Field of Brooklyn with additions, comprising 
monographs of famous artists, art publications 
and library sets of American and English 
authors, was sold at the American Art Gal¬ 
leries November 30, 329 lots bringing $3,852.50. 
Blake’s “Works,” 3 vols., London, 1893, 
brought $105. The eleventh edition of the 
“Encyclopaedia Britannica,” 29 vols., quarto, 
india paper, $110; a collected set of the first 
editions of William Dean Howells, 86 vols., 
1866-1919, $180; and a collected set of the 
first editions of Henry James, 66 vols., 1875- 
1920, $140. 

In the League of Nations Building at 
Geneva the first international library of re¬ 
search is being formed. Into these archives 
are gathered original documents from all 
nations, official gazettes, reports from indi¬ 
vidual departments of each state—army, navy, 
treasury and commerce. In the last tw*o years 
40,000 volumes have been received. The li¬ 
brary serves, in addition to the secretariat and 
the commissions, the assembly representatives 
of fifty-two nations, and a large number of 
inquirers, scholars and writers who are seek¬ 
ing information on old familiar problems 
from the revealing angle of international 
values. 
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Part II of Vol. 31 of the Proceedings of 
the American Antiquarian Society has been 
issued and contains four papers of interest 
and historical value. Charles Francis Jenny 
writes on “The Fortunate Island of Monhe- 
gan;” James Benjamin Wilbur on “The 
Making of the Republic of VermontCharles 
Evans on “Oaths of Allegiance in Colonial 
New England” and William McDonald on “A 
New American Constitution.” Mr. Wilbur 
relates a nearly forgotten chapter of Ameri¬ 
can history—the establishment of an inde¬ 
pendent republic in New England, and Mr. 
Evans tells in graphic language how he did 
not find the long-sought piece of first print¬ 
ing in America, “The Freeman’s Oath.” 

The extra illustrated books from the collec¬ 
tion formed by the late Dr. Thomas Addis 
Emmet of this city, choice English literature 
from the library of James S. Hardy of Chi¬ 
cago, association books from the library of 
Mrs. Julie Le Gallienne, and first editions of 
Kipling and Stevenson from the library of 
S. H. Taylor of Philadelphia, with additions, 
were sold at the Anderson Galleries, Decem¬ 
ber 4 and 5, 485 lots bringing $40,653.50. There 
were many high prices and plenty of bargains. 
However, taken altogether the sale was a suc¬ 
cessful one. A few of the most interesting 
lots and the prices realized were the follow¬ 
ing; the original manuscript of Borrow’s 
“Expedition to the Isle of Man in the Year 
1855,” 2 5 pages, unpublished until 1915, $130;
